Comrade's Story: 


Fusilier John Thomas said that ‘on 
December 24 he left barfacks abput

He had a few drinks of 
beer there and they then: lett about 
8 pm. and went to the China Fleet 
Clyb, where they. drank tH about. 10 
pm.
